“The record of many memorable 
battles fought with success by our 
brave soldiers during the two and a 
half years of war is sufficient to as 
sure the commander-in-chief that the 
army to which the honor and: safety 
of the country are confided will know 
how to fulfil its duty.”

Applicant 
must appear in person at tne Vom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Motry by proxy 
may be made at any Vomiion | ands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agenovy), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of iis home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. <A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the viciaity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence’ ip 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions.

Constructtve Criticism. 


“The period of an election is the 
period of party criticism. I belfeve 
the policy we should adopt during the 
war is one of constructive criticism. 
Most married men have suffered from 
a curtain lecture, but who ever heard 
of a woman stopping to dispute with 
her husband while a burglar was at 
the door. So I did not have the heart 
to go into a party fight while the hor- 
ror and sufferings of the war are 
taking place. I preferred to resign 
my post and to retire from public life. 

“I was asked to reconsider my posi- 
tion as to retirement and stated that 
I would do sé in case two conditions 
were fulfilled. First, that a union gov- 
ernment be formed; second, that I 
should receive a nomination from a 
non-partizan win-the-war convention. 
These two conditions having now 
been fulfilled, I gratefully accept this 
nomination. I believe we shall win 
this election in Red Deer (cheers), and 
that it will be our best political con- 
tribution to the winning of the war in 
France and Britain. 

That was a_ historic gathering. 
The people of Red Deer had been get- 
ting pretty sick of party machinery, 
apart from the war, and were pre- 
pared to unite for the good of their 
common country. They were like 
Punch's cartoon of Joseph Chamber. 
lain. They did not know where Joe 
was going: he had chewed off his label. 
Their only label today was that they 
were Canadians. (Applause). 

He congratulated Red Deer riding 
on tuking the leadinteachingthe coun- 
try two vital lessons. First, that it 
was absolutely necessary, under cer- 
tain circumstances, to keep little 
things in their proper place, in the 
big happenings of the war, when the 
greatest struggle for liberty that the 
world had ever seen was in progress, 
to forget the party machinery.

Canada had done tre 
mendous things in this contest. She 
had more men at the front than took 
part in the wars against Napoleon 
A lot of criticism of the government 
was ungenerous, without any fair con 
sideration of the difficulties. But 
nevertheless, Canada could not possi 
bly put her energies to the best use 
under the party government. A party 
fight would be a national disaster. 

Secondly, Canadian unity was essen 
tial to Canadian effectiveness. Thei: 
highest unity was at the front, where 
their men were a match, and rore 
than a match for the foes against 
them (cheers)). The boys had brought 
a new influence to bear in public 
affairs. They had the best interest 
of their country at heart, and thei) 
only aim was devotion to duty. Theii 
men were united in patriotic effort 
their women were united in patriotic 
work. Why should not the govern 
ment be a union government to dc 
war work? 

Third, the public had learned that 
a party led by the Province of Quebec 

1. a. energetically prosecute thir 
war. 

In support of this contention, Dr. 
Clark jointed out, with quotations, 
the absolutely chaotic confusion ot 
opinion existing between Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Graham, Pardee, Pugsley. 
Oliver, and Lemieux on the vital ques 
tion of the moment. He showed that 
the chief, Laurier, the chief lieutenant 
Graham, and the chief whip, Pardee, 
were going in different directions, one 
opposed to conscription, the next 
favoring it, and the third enthusiast 
ically in favor of the union govern 
ment. : 


Mr. Oliver had claimed that he was 
in favor of conscription before Dr. 
Clark. That was quite true, Mr. Oli 
ver was in favor of conscription when 
they were getting 1000 recruits a day 
more than they could train and equip 
under the voluntary system, while 
today, with seven casualties to one 
recruit, he was against conscription. A 
little common sense should guide a 
public man in such contrasts, not the 
spirit of party. 


Mr. Puffer also, while he was a good 
fellow and an estimable man, claimed 
he favored conscription, but still fo)- 
lowed Laurier, who made no bones ot 
his opposition to conscription. His 
head was turned in one direction, but 
his feet led him in the opposite dir. 
ection. Did they think that 26 Eng. 
lish-speaking Liberal members woul 
break from a beloved chief like Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier on this issue unless 
they keenly realized the need for com- 
pulsory measures? It was a logica) 
impossibility to be in favor of com- 
pulsory service and yet support Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. 


It was impossible to get effective 
war leadership from Quebec also be- 
cause of the state of opinion in 
Quebec itself. Mayor Martin, M.P.. 
of Montreal, was quoted as_ having 
launched a violent attack against Eng- 
land and then advised Canada to fold 
her hands and let the other allies do 
their share. Another had said that 
if 25,000 men were taken from Que- 
bec they would be lost to their race 
for ever, and still enother wished to 
put the flag of Laurier and Bourassa 
together, while one more violent than 
the rest advised armed resistance. So 
that the whole situation justified his 
former charge that a party led by 
Quebec could never carry on the war 
to a satisfactory conclusion, and also 
his prophecy that practically every 
Laurier candidate in Quebec would 
accept the Bourassa platform for the 
repeal of the Military Service Act. 


Dr. Clark called attention in further 


support of this to the report in the 
Morning Albertan of Mr. Lemieux’s 
speech.

There should be 
some sense of values. If some of 
these enemy aliens were temporarily 
deprived in Canada of the right of 
self-government, what about the de- 
struction wrought by Germany in the 
self-government of Belgium and nor-, 
thern France? What about the threat 
to the self-government of all the allied 
countries which the menace of Ger- 
many meant? If Britain had gone 
under, what chance would. America 
and Canada have of self-government? 
Could they run any risk of having 
the self-government of the vast major- 
ity, the people who were fighting the 
war for freedom and against military 
domination, absolutely destroyed? 


Only two thoughts should engage 
their minds and hearts: Haw best to 
win the war, and how best to recon- 
struct Canada after the war. Dr. 
Clark briefly reviewed some of the 
planks of the Union Government plat- 
form, which offered greater promise 
for the remedy of patronage and other 
evils than any party government 
could. He showed that in 1914 he 
had advocated an income tax on in- 
comes of $1,500 and over. Red Deer 
had blazed the trail to conscription of 
wealth in that instance. He pointed 
out some of the difficulties in the way 
of conscription of agricultural and in- 
dustrial wealth, and favored“an ex- 
tension of the income tax: the Ogilvie 
mills had split fifty-fifty with the 
government under the Canadian Cor- 
porations Tax Act last year. He had 
often felt like enjoying for a year an 
income of $1,000,000, with a 90 per 
cent war tax on it: the $10,000 left 
would suit him very well (Laughter). 


Two of the propecies he had made 
at the Liberal convention in Red 
Deer had been fulfilled. A union 
government had been formed, and 
Laurier candidates in Quebec were 
pronouncing for the repeal of the 
Military Service Act, : 

He had tried to put before them 
what they were up against in Canada.

GERMAN PLUNDERING OF EVERY 
LINE OF TRADE AND COM- 
MERCE. 


The Germans are continuing to 
“keep in hand” with vigor and minu- 
tise the interest of the Belgian popula- 
tion and, it must be admitted, their 
“solicitude” is especially noticeable in 
Flanders, which is not at all surpris- 
ing, since they have gained them a 
separate administration. 

On June 18 the frontier correspon- 


dent of the. Amsterdam Telegraaf 
sent to his paper thé following -infor- 
mation which was published under the 
heading of “The Belgian Industry's 
Death Blow”: 

“‘We have mentioned some time ago 
the requisitioning by the Germans of 
all articles consisting of copper and 
of all precious metals. Saturday the 
burgoniasters of all the communes in 
the military areas in the eastern and 
western Flanders and in a section of 
the Hainaut, have been compelled to 
make a declaration of a certain por- 
tion of the full existing supply of raw 
fron, of flat iron, of steel, of tin and 
of machinery. 

“According to an ordinance of the 
chief commander of the fourth army, 
van Armin, all this material is re- 
quisioned. This wretched  requisi- 
tion which gives the death blow to the 
Belgian industry, comprises the fol- 
lowing articles: Raw iron of all kinds, 
bar fron, tin and steel of every thick- 
ness and dimensions, sheet iron and 
steel, comprising all cast pieces, all 
the fixtures, both windows and doors, 
locks of all kinds, as well as padlocks, 
for every quantity exceeding twenty- 
four pieces belonging to any and the 
same owner; every kind of small 
wares, such as nails, screws, brackets, 
for every quantity exceeding the total 
weight of five kilos, belonging to the 
same owner; tools of every sescrip- 
tion, such as gimlets, awls, axes, files, 
pincers, hammers, wimbles, cocks, and 
pump fixtures, building tools of all 
kinds for carpenters, locksmiths, 
farriers, coachmakers, masons, stone 
cutters, coppersmiths, glaziers, build- 
ing painters, and decorators for every 
quantity exceeding six pieces, belong- 
ing to the same proprietor. Besides, 
they requisition also steel of every 
kind in bars or in inggts and sheet 
fron of all descriptions. 

“It 1s, therefore, a methodical plun- 
dering of every line of trade and 
commerce. No indemnity has, as yet, 
been mentioned. The oppressor only 
states that the requisitioned articles 
shall be removed by the local kom- 
mandatur against the remittance for 
the goods received. The delinquen- 
cies shall be punished by a maximum 
imprisonment of five years, by a fine 
not exceeding 30,000 marks, and by the 
forfeiture of all goods not declared 
or withdrawn from the requisition of 
building implements. 

“The division inspector, von Schick- 
fus, notifies all the inhabitants of 
Flanders that it is forbidden to con- 
tinue the construction of houses, man- 
ufacturies, or other buildings for the 
civilian population. All the  build- 
ing material now in the hands of 
building contractors, in warehouses, 
or in the builders’ houses, such as ce- 
ment, lime, sand, gravel, brick, clay, 
and fuller’s earth, cement and drain 
pipes as well as iron of every descrip- 
tion are requisitioned. 

“They likewise requisition all the 
wool proceeding from all the shear- 
ing within the same area limits. The 
list of all the present supplies must be 
delivered to the kommandaturen on 
or before July 21. Raw wool is paid 
2 francs or 2 fr. 75 centimes.” 
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THE DUTCH POTATO 
PUZZLE 


GERMAN PRESSURE ON HOLLAND 
HAS THE DESIRED EFFECT 


The mystery surrounding the trou- 
ble over the potatoes in Holland has 
been cleared up. Under the com- 
mercial agreement between Great 
Britain and Holland, which has been 
carried out with a fair degree of im- 
partiality, Holland agreed to supply 
England with so many bushels of po- 
tatoes a month. 

All went well until Germany, hear- 
ing that 12,000 tons were to be ship- 
ped to England, demanded 1,000 tons 
at once. This was complied with. 
Delay ensued in the shipping of the 
English supplies, and once more the 
Dutch government gave way to Ger- 
man pressure, and shipped what was 
intended and required, under agree- 
ment, by England. 

On the British ambassador declar- 
ing that the consequences would be 
grave if the English supplies were not 
made good, the people caught up to 
the intrigue, and knowing that Ger- 
many would still demand her share, 
and would look upon the 12,000 as an 
extra, they started the agitation which 
ended in riots. 

It is an interesting story, and shows 
how easily certain interests can be 
squeezed even in a country that has 
apparently tried to be scrupulously 
neutral like Holland. Great Britain 
insists upon the fulfillment of the 
agreement.

ON WESTERN FRONT 


WILL CONTINUE’ TO FORCE THE

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23—Military 
experts here do not expect winter to 
halt the great allfed drive against the 
Germans in Flanders. Secretary Bak- 
er’s weekly review of war operations 
Issued last night discloses the belief 
of the war department. that the po- 
tency of the material and the men will 
enable the British commanders. to 
triumph over natural obstacles and 
continue forcing the enemy backward 
without waiting for spring. 

The war secretary declares it ap- 
parent that the German high com- 
nand planned the recent expedition 
against the Russians in the Riga sect- 
or in order to bolster up the morale 
of her people and meet impending in- 
ternal difficulties.

SCHOLARSHIP FUND FOR 
MEN OVERSEAS IS 
LATEST SCHEME 


INTERESTED EDUCATIONALISTS 
IN ENGLAND TRYING TO AID 
SOLDIERS.

A scheme to provide university edu- 
cation for some of the soldiers over- 
seas is now under consideration in 
the form of a scholarship fund which 
& number of interested educationalists 
{in England are endeavoring to estab- 
lish. Among the military and naval 
forces now on active service are many 
officers and men who have graduated 
from universities in the dominions 
and colonies, and who had proposed 
going on with their post-graduate and 
research work if the war had not in- 
terfered. It is now proposed to pro- 
vide a series of scholarships for such 
men, ranging probably from $150 to 
$250 a year, and a committee is at 
work on the scheme. Dr. George R. 
Parkin spoke of the new undertaking 
when in Edmonton last week, but 
stated that it had no connection what- 
ever with the Rhodes scholarship 
fund, in the interests of which he is 
himself at work. Only soldiers and 
sailors who have already had some 
university training will be given the 
advantage of the proposed _scholar- 
ships, and among those will likely be 
some Alberta men now at the front.

Class A—For men honourably dis- 
charged after actual service at the 
Front, 7 

Class B—For those honourably dis- 
charged after six months service in 
the C.E.F., or after less than six 
months’ service, provided the dis- 
charge was by reason of some disabil- 
ity due to military service. 

Class C—For those honourably dis- 
charged after less than six months’ 
service in the C.E.F., or who have 
volunteered to enlist and have been 
refused as medically unfit. 

Class D—For those who have vol- 
unteered to enlist, but whose services 
have been refused on the ground that 
they would be more useful to the state 


in their actual occupation than if they 
enlisted. 

Applicants must fill in an applica- 
tion form, which can_ be procured 
from the Secretaries of the Great War 
Veterans’ Association, in this district 
or from the Militia Headquarters, Cal- 
gary. 

Applications must ‘be accompanied 
by discharge certificates, for men who 
have served in the C.E.F. Class C 
and D men, who have been medically 
examined and refused, must forward 
their rejection papers, if in possession 
of such. .

RED DEER AND DR. CLARK. 


Edmonton Journal.—The new spirit 
in Canadian politics could not be bet- 
ter exemplified than it was at Red 
Deer yesterday. 

The convention was a spontaneous 
demonstration by his former and fu- 
ture constituents of the hold which 
Dr. Clark has upon their confidence 
and admiration and of the warm ap- 
proval which his course at Ottawa 
has won from them.

Old-time 
Liberals and Conservatives were pre- 


sent in equal strength, but there was 
no hint of any division among them. 
A Liberal presided, the former Con- 
servative nominee proposed’ Dr. 
clark a= win-the-war candidate, and 
is nomination was seconded by the 
eading Liberal editor of the constit- 
jJency. Upwards of 1,000 men and 
vomen had come together in order 
oO promote a cause which was close 
o the hearts of each, and their small 
lifferences of the past were entirely 
ost sight of. ° 

No one could witness such a meet- 
ng and not be filled with a new hope 
for Canada. 

As for Dr. Clark himself, The Jour- 
nal has on numerous occasions put on 
record what it thinks of the part he 
has played in these past critical three 
years. He has become a great nat- 
ional figure. The people of Canada 
are under great obligations to him. 
He has been the eloquent voice of 
all that is best in Canadian war-time 
thought and feeling. 

While this is recognized from ocean 
to ocean, all that Dr. Clark is seeking 
is the endorsation of the people of 
Red Deer and he was willing to seek 
this only as a non-partizan candidate 
supporting a union government. 

It is the usual thing in public life 
for the man who has played an im- 
portantroleto be given a post of official 
leadership. Dr. Clark has not sought 
this. ‘There has not been the slight- 
est evidence at any stage that per- 
sonal ambition was an actuating force 
with him. He is content to remain 
a private member, representing the 
riding which first sent him to the 
Dominion capital. 

That it will send hint back again 
by a large majority there is no reason 
to doubt after witnessing what hap- 
pened at Red Deer yesterday. The 
prophet in this case has_ certainly 
honor in his own country. 

But his friends are not disposed to 
take any chances. They know what 
the influences are that will be brought 
to bear against him, and they are pre- 
paring to exert every possible effort 
in his behalf between now and elec- 
tion day. - They have reason to be 
proud of Dr. Clark and Dr. Clark has 
certainly reason to be proud of them.

dollars American war loan bond in 
the bank. The writer concludes that 
the man with the bond is the more 
fortunate, first because his capital is 
quite as safe if not safer than the 
$100 bill, since the government is the 
backer of both, and the bond, if de- 
stroyed, might be replaced, whereas 
the bill could not; and third because 
the bond owner has learned to invest, 
is a partner in his own government's 
business enterprise, and has made at 
least this one step on the road to sav- 
ing up a competence. 

In November Canadians are to have 
a chance to convert all their spare 
money, from $50 up, into Canadian 
Victory Loan Bonds. What the Amer- 
ican journal says is true of the Amer- 
ican with an American bond, is doubly 
true of the Canadian with a Canadian 
bond. No Canadian will for an in- 
stant admit that there could be any 
safer security than one which is guar- 
anteed by the “bond” of the Cana- 
dian people backed by all Canada's 
wealth. And as for profit. it needs 
no argument that 5% per cent. is 
much better than four per cent.— 
which our American contemporary 
calls good. 

Patriotism and good business are 
the two things that commend the pur- 
chase of Victory war loan bonds to 
each and every Canadian citizen. The 
loan is not issued just for rich men 
to subscribe to. Every household is 
asked to take at least one bond. Every 
household in this district should pre- 
pare now to subscribe for one. Every 
part of Canada will, we understand, be 
expected to raise its share of the 
Victory loan. Each district will be 
watched by its neighbors, and in this 
friendly competition the readers of 
this paper in this district are not go- 
ing to be left behind. They will show 
that the enterprise, patriotism and 
zood business judgment of our people 
is as alert and vigorous as ever. 


WAR TIME AND THE FEEBLE- 
MINDED. - 


The ocean of life is strewn with 
human derelicts of every kind. Some 
of these wrecks are rudderless, some 
water-logged, some have broken masts 
and spars and some are turned turtle; 
all are helpless crafts unable to pur- 
sue the voyage of life. All are sources 
of danger to other wayfarers. 

“Their lives must be preserved, and 
the best must be done for them, som? 


times at great cost and trouble to the 
competent and self-supporting mem- 
bers of the community. The forms of 
incompetency of the derelict are most 
varied, and their requirements multt 
form.” 

Among those contributing to the 
class of human derelicts, the feble- 
minded tak« a prominent place. Caro- 
ful investigation discovers that in 
Canada we have not less than 15,000 
who are mentally defective and that 
from sixty-five to eighty per cent. of 
these are so by _ heredity. From 
these, principally from the feeble-mind- 
ed, come many of our juvenile delin- 
quents, and dependents, our vagrants, 
criminals, and those given to social 
vice. That the problem is serious, 
none will deny. Experience has 
taught that neglect costs more than 
proper care. 

An opportunity for training the 
feebleminded to useful labor is afford- 
ed by the way-time demand for in- 
creased food supply. 

At Rome, N.Y., a State institution 
for the feeble-minded has been train- 
ing the better grade boys and men to 
become farmers. This has been done, 
beginning ten yearS ago, under the 
supervision of a normal man and his 
wife, who know farming. All the work 
is done in the various colonies’ by 
the boys and the two people in’charge 
with the result that they are self- 
supporting, including all expense and 
5-per cent. on the investment. 

During the period of training the 
boys help surrounding farmers in the 
busy season. The farmer pays ten 
cents an hour to each boy, who is fre- 
quently able to pay for his clothing, 
has some ‘pin money’ and also puts 
some in the Savings Bank. 

After living a year or two on those 
farms and making a _ good record, 
many of the boys are sent out to work 
for private farmers under contract. 
The important thing is the training 
the boy gets from this kind: of life. 
The wages received are a minor mat- 
ter. 

The time has come when the sup- 
port of the defective and dependent 
classes must no longer be a burden 
to the State. And especially at this 
time when the labor of women and 
schcolboys is being proposed as a 
partial solution of the problem of food 
shortage, it may pay us to give heed 
to the experiment with these feeble- 
minded boys at Rome.

AN ARCH TRAITOR 


The British papers print a part of 
the evidence given at the trial of Gen- 
eral Sukhomlinoff, who was found 
guilty of high treason, and who suff- 
ered the penalty he deserved. Suk- 
homlinoff was Russian minister of war 
from 1909 to 1915. The indictment 
against him, as is well known, was 
that he had omitted to increase the 
output of Russian factories, and had 
failed to supply the army with guns 
and shells, and preventel the artillery 
department from supplying them; 
that he communicated secret inform- 
ation to German agents whom he 


knew to be spies, and that he had en-| 


abled the chief of those German spies 
to enter the army. 

In the evidence against him the 
complete lack of military praparation 
with which Russia entered the war is 
clearly shown. As early as August, 
1914, the shortage of shells and cart- 
ridges was incredibly bad. The Rus- 
sian guns were allowed only one shell 
each a day, while the allowance of 
each German gun was hundreds. The 
Russian generals begged Sukhomli- 
noff to send them even blank cart- 
ridges, anything that would make a 
noise, so as to keep the morale’of the 
soldiers from sinking. The supply of 
rifles was entirely inadequate. As 
early as August, 1914, it was neces- 
sary to send troops to the front with 
only one rifle for every two men. Two 
months later it was one rifle for every 
four or five men, and later battalions 
were sent to the front without any 
rifles at all. General Yannshkevitch, 
chief of the general staff, testifying 
against Sukhomlinoff, stated that hun- 
dreds of thousands of Russian soldiers 
were obliged to go into battle un- 
armed. : 

In this lies the secret of Russia's 
military disasters. In 1915 the Rus- 
sian armies were defeated with enor- 
mous losses in killed and wounded and 
lost a million prisoners. They were 
driven from Poland, and were forced 
to evacuate Lemberg and Przemysl.

FRONT 


INTERESTING LETTER FROM 
INNISFAIL OFFICER IN THE 
TRENCHES. 
(Innisfail Province, Oct. 11th) 


= * . 
Somewhere in France, 


September 4th, 1917. 

My dear Mr. Westland,—I am ¥Writ- 
ing you because I cannot write to the 
relatives of all the Innisfail boys 
who went down last week—two 
weeks ago today, mostly. I was 
wounded on that eventful day, but 


remained on duty until Thursday 
morning, when I was sent out to 
hospital. My little hit was in the 
fleshy part of the thigh and not deep 
or serious and I am back once more 
with the battalion, and as I write this 
the guns are booming and the shells 
are moaning through the air. 

It was a pretty disastrous day for 
Innisfail (rather week, for the cas- 
ualties ran from. Monday or Sunday 
evening until Friday).,On account of 
being knocked out myself I have been 
unable to get any exact list of those 
who fell. John Baynham and Arthur 
McAllister died of wounds; Nicholson, 
of Markerville, and Billy Rodgers, of 
Penhold, were killed outright; Ben 
Marsden, Innisfail, and Wesley Woods 
of Elnora, are both missing, but are 
probably dead. If prisoners they are 
badly wounded, for on those days the 
Bosches got none of our men who 
were able to stand. 


I think it is permissible to give 
some of the details of the engagement 
that will give some consolation to 
the relatives without places or dates 
being named and without violating 
the censorship regulations. 

We knew when we went In on that 
August trip that we had heavy work 
ahead. By the way, the day we went 
in was my eldest little girl’s birth- 
day and proved a lucky omen for 
me. The line we held was a rotten 
one. The trenches were ditches rath- 
er than trenches, and were littered 
with debris of all kinds and the land- 
marks or guideposts at some corners 
were filthy stinking Boche bodies 
which the battalion we relieved had 
not had time to bury. There was little 
or no cover and the soil being hard 
chalk it was impossible to improve 
conditions much, as you had to pick 
every inch—and using a pick 
with 6.9's falling all around about 
is a “no bon” job, besides being infin- 
{tely slow. In addition it was hardly 
worth while, as we were to go over 
the top and take a better trench from 
Fritz. That is about the only way we 
ever get decent trenches this year. 


The first attack was tried on a 
small local scale and had to be aban- 
doned, after one company had suff- 
ered fairly heavy punishment. On 
Tuesday morning a big attack was 
pulled off, in which several battalions 
played a big part. We were towards 
the centre and I think all agree that 
we had the rottenest part of the job. 
However, the boys went over, and 
through Fritz, and beyond, but it was 
impossible to hold on to what we hal 
gained and we had to fall back from 
most of what we had for reasons 
which you can imagine. On Wednes- 
day (Ithink it was) another local raid 
was tried but it did not prove suc- 
cessful. Later on, I do not know the 
exact day, because by that time I had 
left the lines with my wound, cooks, 
batmen, transport men, and the bat- 
talio® crocks were gathered together 
and over the top they went again. 
They had the backbone in the shape 
of picked bombing and Lewis gun 
teams (Art. McAllister was in this 
and maybe more of our boys, being 
out I do not know myself). Fritz 
had had more than he could stand 
and after a little bluff at a scrap faded 
away and we had the line at Iast. 
I’m telling you this to give you some 
idea of the sticking qualities of the 
men. ‘They are certainly the finest 
ever. E 
Some wonderful things could be 
told of the way they stayed on the 
job—new men, and some of ours too. 
As an instance, there was one of our 
gun teams which was composed most- 
ly of new men. That team weat down 
to a man and when we found the gun 
the last man left who was the junior 
man of the team (a 187th chap named 
Munro) was found lying dead with 
the gun in his hands. This is the 
sort of thing one reads about in books 
and magazines. John Weir, of Car- 
bon, one of the 187th Heutenants, was 
killed, with nearly every man of his 
party, away out in advance of the line 
where he hung on in spite of every- 
thing for a long time. 

If I could tell you all I would like 
to I'm certain Te Province would 
boost pretty hard for conscription, 
the need of men /s such a paramount 
thing. The war is not going to be 
lost because of lack of money or 
food, but it is going to be held on and 
lives are going to be wasted all win- 
ter because of lack of men. It is 
poor business to talk so much about 
conscription of weatlh, because it has 
the effect of turning men’s rainds 
from the fact that the great immedi- 
ate need is man power. No one feels 
more keenly the wrongfulness of some 
men making money while others give 
sons and all else than the man in the 
shellzone; butthe thing we think about 
over here is more men so that the 
awful business can be ended quickly 
and lives saved thereby. Letting the 
thing linger on means more loss of 
life. 

Over here we have lost all our pol- 
{tical beliefs, but we want to see some 
of the boys who are here now save 
their skins and conscription of men

is the ong thing that is going to help 
do it. 

Those boys who have given their 
lives for this thing should be remem- 


‘bered and the way to remember them 


is to provide us men enough so that 
the thing can be carried through suc- 
cessfully and speedily. It is hard to 
see so much time wasted in politics 
and badgering about wealth and graft 
and such like when it is the men we 
want most of all. 

I shall be glad to get out of the 
line this trip. We have a few days 
ahead yet and then we have been told 
we are to have a rest of two weeks. 
We certainly need it. Where we are 
now has been very quiet for a month 
past and the three days we have been 
in have also been very quiet. We all 
hope it may continue. 

We have a few of the 187th boys 
left with us. Stewart Moore missed 
the last hard trip. He was at school 
and was lucky. 

I understand crops are poor in Al- 
erta this year. I’m sorry for that, 
but I guess there is no danger of food 
shortage. France has fine crops. 

Remember me to all friends.

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SIR WILFRID LAURIER’S POSITION 


Toronto, Oct. 22.—Discussing Shi 
Wilfrid Laurier’s position with the 
new regime, the Globe says, editori- 
ally: 

“The position of Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and his attitude to the new develop- 
ments will be a matter of deep con- 
cern to all Canadians. He has an- 
nounced through the Canadian Liberal 
Monthly that if returned to power his 
policy would be: (1)A supreme effort, 
by a systematic and thorough war or- 
ganization to secure by voluntary en- 
listment the necessary number otf 
recruits; (2) a referendum if this 
effort fails; (3) the acceptance of the 
verdict in everyepart of Canada if the 
vote favors conscription; (4) a re- 
sumption of recruiting efforts if con- 
scription is negatived. This means 
that the operation of the Military Ser- 
vice Act would cease, pending a refer- 
endum even if only a portion of the 
first draft of 100,000 were called to 
the colors before the election, as will 
probubly be the case. Not many can- 
didates outside of Quebec will frank- 
ly support this program. It may safe- 
ly be assumed, however, that in the 
next parliament, if Sir Wilfrid is not 
able to form an administration of his 
own, he will be a friendly and helpful 
critic of the union government in all 
its war measures, except insofar as 
they conflict with his ideas on com- 
pulsory service.

It is thought that these aboriginal 
Picture drawings succeeded an earlier 
sign language, though picture writing 
{s of a very ancient date, as from it 
came the graphic systems of Egypt, 
Assyria, and China, On the American 
continent, the Aztecs, were picture 
writers and rock painters. The art, 
if it may be so termed, is related to 
that of the Indian picture signs 
drawn on the tent or tepee, or upon 
tree bark or animal skins. 

Some of the rock drawings still 
traceable on this continent can be in- 
terpreted. but many others await 
translation, as do the signs of the 
Hittite language of the past. School- 
craft, the Indian authority, speaks of 
the pictographic work of the Ojib- 
ways, which he specially studied. The 
Cyitire system is a symbolic one, as 
no doubt was the case with the Win- 
de:mere examples here {llustrated. 
Figurative signs were made to inter- 
pret their magic medicines or fea- 
tures of their nature religion, while 
hunting and war songs are also in- 
cluded In the list of pictures. The 
Iroquois, Hurons and Algonquins 
have left evidences of their petro- 
graphy as important events were re- 
corded on stone, bark and skin. The
